In the following article C, I,. r..ogan, 
county recorder anil reghstrar of land 
titles, explains the method of recording 
land titles under the new band regis¬ 
tration act, iiopiibarly known as the 
Torrens land law, which has Just be¬ 
come effective: 

'I’ho county recorder, who Is .also 
• he registrar, now finds himself con¬ 
fronted by two systems occupying one 
office, charged with the duty of htindl- 
Ing the business of both without error; 
however, until properly is brought 
under the operation of the act as pro¬ 
vided by law, the registrar has no 
jurisdiction; he is not clothed with 
power to determine the ownership of 
land when application is made fur in¬ 
itial registr.ition, and not until after 
a certified copy of a decree of court 
has been filed with the registrar is 
the title under his control. 

I-ind may be brought under the oji- 
eratlon of the band registration act by 
the owner if he so desires (the act is 
not obligatory), by filing with the 

county clerk a verified petition to the 
superior court wjilch petition must 
set forth such facts as are reiiulred 
by the act. The court may examine 
or refer it to an examiner

The following news article was sent 
out by the press bureau of the South¬ 
ern Pacific Hallway. It is Important as 
Indicating the changed attituile of com¬ 
mon carriers regarding the observance 
of liuuor laws, and which will go a 
long way toward removing grounds for 
the i)lea that ' prohibition doesn’t [iro- 
hibit." The article follows; 

The Southern Pacific Is reminding 
wine and litpior shippers in general 
that, owing to the new prohibition law 
in Arizona, which becomes effective 
.January Isl, it will be necessary for 
the railroads serving that State to de¬ 
cline to accept for transportation to 
Arizona points any shipments of Intoxi¬ 
cants after January Ist. Likewise, it 
will not be possible to accept such 
shipments which cannot be delivered at 
destinations on or prior to December 
.31st, 1914. 

1'he law was .adopted by popular vote 
in ,\rizona; atid the railroads, as com¬ 
mon carriers, are ch.arged with the 
s.'ime reponsibility .as individuals for 
the (d)servance of it. Agents, con¬ 
ductors and others have been notified 
to bear this actively in mind. 

Interested shippers have been urged 
to forward any shipments of this na¬ 
ture intended for Arizona points with¬ 
out delay, as the carriers must be 
sure they can get tbe shipment into 
the State by December 31st, 1914, or 
refuse to acceiit them. 


Fire of my8terlou.s origin completely 
destroyed the bungalow on .San (iiihrUd 
Court owned by Mrs. Amelia Churchill 
and occupied by Mr. and Mrs. T. J. 
McGowan, Tuesday night. l’h(( loss 
oil the house was partially coveted by 
insurance but the Contents werijf^ a to¬ 
tal loss. Mr. and Mrs. McGowan were 
In Los Angeles when the fire was dis¬ 
covered about 9:30 o'clock by a neigh¬ 
bor, and knew nothing of their loss 
until they returneil to Sierra Madre on 
a late lair. 

Incendiary origin has been suggested 
for the fire. There were several pe¬ 
culiar features which have been puzzl¬ 
ing all concerned. 

All Efforts Vain 

As soon as the fire was reported up 
town a truck from the Hlerra .Madre 
Oarage was hitched to the hose cart 
anil a i|ulck run was made to the 
scene of the fire. The flumes had 
made such headway that all means of 
fighting were of no avail. Within an 
hour the destruction of the house w'as 
practically complete. 

Among the first to enter the prem¬ 
ises were .Marshal Udell, C. It. Klunk 
and Milton Hteinherger. They found 
the flames apparently confined be¬ 
neath the floor, hut the joists and 
flooring appeared to he all ablaze. The 
chemical tanks were unequal to the 
job and the nearest hydrant available 
for the fire hose was about 100 feet 
too far away to be of service. The 
fire appeared to be particularly strong 
about tbc gas heater, wliich was of 
tile floor flirtiace type. Mr. Klunk 
found the shut off In tbe gas pipe and 
turned off tlic supply. 

Save Few Contents 

Intending to save tbe contents of the 
house if possible. Marshal Udell forced 
an entrance through tlie front door. 
At that instant the flames burst 
through the floor and forced him to 
heat a retreat. An entrance was forced 
through tlie rear door and some things 
were removed from the rear rooms 
of tlie house, hut they were of small 
value compared to the things which 
were destroyed. 

^■'u^niHhlngs of the house belonging 
to .Mr.s. Uliurclilll included a number 
of rare articles of considcrahle value, 
and a iiuanlity of silverware. Many 
things had a sentimental value far 
heyoml ihclr market value. An In¬ 
surance policy for S.'VOt) on the con¬ 
tents of the house had expired on 
Tuesday. .Mrs, Uhurchill said It had 
been her intention to ehangp the In¬ 
surance to another company and while 
she was usually extremely careful 
about insurance matters, had allowed 
that one to slip. 

.Mr. and .Mrs, McGowan liad no in¬ 
surance on tlieir property in the tioiise, 
which included a considerulile amount 
of jewelry and elothlng, as well as 
some furnishings. When they return¬ 
ed to Sierra Madre from Los Angeles 
it was to find they possessed no cloth 
ing save what they were wearing at 
the time, 

Qat Valve Lott 

l: ..covery of the fire in the nolghhor- 
tuiod of the gas furnace naturally sug¬ 
gested an origin there. Mrs. McGowan 
said when she left the house in the 
afternoon she had taken particular 
IMilns to turn off the fire In the fur¬ 
nace. She had then gone to Los An¬ 
geles where she Joined her husband 
at dinner and they had attended the 
theater together. 

Karly Wednesday morning Manager 
IliviiiM. :ind ^'orcman Irving of the 
Houthern Counties Gas company and 
Marshal U<Iell made a thorough 
search In the ruins for the remains 
of the gas furnace to see If any light 
could lie thrown on the problem from 
that source. A long search failed to 
reveal the valve In the pipe which is 
controlled by a ke.v from the floor 
above. The condition of that valve 
would have shown whether or not the 
furnace had been left burning, but the 
valve eonld not be found. It was of 
bronze and could not have melted, as 
the key of the same material was 
found intact. How the valve could 
have disappeared or why anyone would 
want to remove It was one of the 
mysterious features of the fire. 

The gas furnace used is of n typo 
approveil by the fire underwriters. It 
Is difficult to see haw the fire could 
have originated from It unless It had 
been burning much higher than would 
have been necessary for the gfeatest 
efficiency in heating.

iiiusl eslatili.sh title as against the 
orld. If he does so, tile court enters 
1 decree, a certified copy of which 
Is llien filed with the registrar (re- 
(inlirl, who [iroeeed.s immediately to 
regl.sler tile lltle in aecorclanec with 
tile ilireelloii.s of tbe decree iind issues 
1 eertlfieiite of title, the original lie- 
liig ri Ini lied tn the registrar's office 
and a ilniilieale delivered to the owner. 

Cost of Registration 
Tile cost of registration depends on 
tile difficulty to prove the merits of 
tho Mliplicaiit'.s deelarntion. The neces- 
.sary expense In all eases will probahly 
he $6 for county clerk's filing fees, 
$4 for imblieallon' of notiee, $1 to the 
registrar for filing the certified copy 
of decree of court and [ireparing the 
original certificate and issuing owner’s 
diipliiiite, a sum equivalent to one- 
tenth of one per cent of the .assessed 
value of the land, including improve- 
iiienl.s thereon, must he paid for an 
'.■■■surame fund, and attorney's fees 
as agreed. 

If the [lelilioii is referred liy the 
eonrt. lice examiner’s compensation 
riiiiHl lie [laid liy the [lerson In wliose 
favor reglslratlon is granted. If an 
abstract is required, lice cost will de- 
IH nd on tile length of the search. 

Ill all case.s where the land described 
In the application cannot be Identified 
by reference to an official ina|i on file 
111 the I'oiinty recorder's office, a plat 
or jilan of survey of the land made by 
a Iteeiised surveyor must accomiiany 
the a|iplication.

•oiantistt Intareated In New Manna 
Laboratory In Massachusetts. 

The uew bulIrtiiiKs of the marine blo- 
lOL'lcal laboratory, the Klft of the presi¬ 
dent of Its board of trustees, C. It. 
Crane, at Wood's Hole. Mass., deserve 
I more than incidental notice. Ixjuls 
i Agassiz in America and Anton Dohrn 
in Europe were among the llrst to or¬ 
ganize seaside laboratories, offering op¬ 
portunities for biologic investigations 
that are unique. Dohrn's station at 
I Naples has become a luecca for stu¬ 
dents from all parts of the world, and 
the Institution at Wood’s Hole, which 
is In a sense a lineal descendant of 
Agassiz's origlnul plant at the island 
of Penikese, founded in 1872, promises 
to have a usefulness scarcely inferior 
to that of the European seaside labora¬ 
tory. 

The relations of biology and medi¬ 
cine have bei'onie clearly established 
in recent years. A biologic training 
has become recognized as one of the 
indlsfH'iisable fundaments on which 
the study of medicine la reared. Biol¬ 
ogy is related not only to the affairs of 
everyday life, but also to medicine, for 
which it furnishes the indispensable 
foundation. Hygiene and public health 
rest on biologic foctors. The marine 
biological laboratory has furnished 
opportunities for investigation that 
shall be unreslricted by the dictates of 
cus inherited prejudices or the un¬ 
concealed demands of local Interest 
and sectional factions.

Not only is tlds largely eoiuiKised of 
hearing metal and dust, hut also of 
ciirhou deposit which forms on tile un¬ 
derside of the pistons, peels off In 
Hakes and falls into the crank ebam- 
tier. This soil material is not only det- 
rlmeiitiil to the tiea rings, lint it Is 
liiihle to choke up an oil wa.v. espe¬ 
cially in engines having drilled crank 
shafts.—Aiitomoliile liealer and lie- 
pa rer.

Good oil 
retaining gear boxes, however, are far 
superior and should he fitted to every 
ear.—Auto Dealer.

Curing Auto Squeaks. 

A squeak In the Isidy or a a(|ttenk be¬ 
tween tbe body and frame is very an¬ 
noying, and it is customary to try to 
eliminate this noise tiy running oil be¬ 
tween the two pieces. This sometimes 
does the work, lint once the oil is dried 
out the squeak again commences. 
There Is. however, a better and perma¬ 
nent way of curing this squeak—name¬ 
ly, to make a Ihin paste of graphite 
and gasoline and apply this mixture 
with a sipilrt gun or feather to tlie af¬ 
fected fiarts. The gasoline will evapo¬ 
rate and leave tlie natural lutiricant. 
grapliite. between the two surfaces, 
and this will permanently eliminate 
thin nuisance.
